A source advised on August 23, 1961, that an 
enlarged meeting of the Communist Party, United States of 
America (CPUSA),. National Executive Committee (NEC) was held 
in New York City on June 10 - 11, 1961, at CP Headquarters, 
23 West 26th Street, New York, New York. 


According to the source, the main topic of dis- 
cussion at this meeting was the CP's plans in regard to 
combating the June 5, 1961 decision of the United States 
Surpreme Court requiring the CP to register with the Attorney 
General of the United States, as a Communist action organiza- 
tion, pursuant to the provisions of the internal Security 
Act of 1950 and the court's decision of the same date, up- 
holding the April 21, 1955 conviction of JUNIUS SCALES under 
the Smith Act provision covering membership in the CP, 


This source further advised that JACK STACHEL, a 
member of the National Committee (NC), CPUSA, addressed this 
meeting and spoke on the need of bringing into being 4 
national defense conference on behalf of the CPUSA. STACHEL 
then listed a number of individuals, indicating that they 
were characteristic of a national body of liberals and 
progressives, who should be approached and convinced to take 
the leadership in organizing such a national conference. 


The source further stated that as a result of this 
meeting and other meetings of CP functionaries, the National 
Assembly For Democratic Rights (NADR) was organized. Accord- 
ing to the source, this group has issued a call to action in 
defense of the Constitution of the United States and the

"The National Assembly is being initiated and 
organized by a number of citizens, each acting as in- 
dividuals, concerned with the preservation of democratic 
rights, Sponsorship of this gathering implies no more 
than agreement with any essential aspect of the 
dissenting opinions of Chief Justice Warren or of Justice 
Black, Douglas or Brennan on the meinbership clause of 
the Smith Act and the registration provisions of the 
McCarran Act. 


"Full and equal participation in the Assembly is 
open to all who are at least in such minimum agreement 
in order to register, in concert, the desire of those

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for whom they may speak, that all branches of the Govern- 
ment should withhold application of these repressive 
measures by whatever means are within their power.

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In 1960 DAVIDOFF took a trip to the Soviet Union 
and since his return has written numerous articles in "Novaya 
zarya" regarding his experiences while in Russia. These 
articles, bearing such titles as "Travel Sketches" and "On 
The Native Soil," have been translated and reviewed by this 
office to determine if DAVIDOFF was publishing any pro-Soviet 
propaganda material therein. Generally speaking, these 
articles are lengthy accounts of visits to historical monuments, 
churches, monasteries and museums which dealt in great detail 
with the historical personalities and events associated with 
these monuments and buildings, and consist of general ramblings 
on Russia history, culture, literature, art, artists, authors, 
architecture and theatre. 


in his writings, . DAVIDOFF studiously avoids any 
discussion.of the Soviet political system and is neither 
critical or complimentary toward it. 


His writings repeatedly reflect a strong nationalistic 
feeling for Russia as evidenced by a statement in one-of his 
articles to the effect that regardless of how good it is ina 
foreign land the Russian is tormented by a longing and nostalgia 
for his native land. 


San Francisco has no information reflecting that 
DAVIDOFF has ever engaged in any communist or Communist Party 
‘front activities except that in 1944 he reportedly desired to 
become a member of the American Russian Institute. There is 
no data reflecting that he did become active in this. organiza- 
tion. 


“In late 1961 neighbors of DAVIDOFF were interviewed 
and advised that he and his wife have never given any indica- 
tion of being pro-Soviet and that they are active in the 
Russian Orthodox Church in San Anselmo, which is not under the 
control of the Moscow Patriarch ALEXIT. 


A former co-worker at the American Can Company with 
DAVIDOFF from 1956 to 1960, has advised that he is well regarded 
at that company and that he has never said or done anything 
which would lead his fellow employees to consider that he 
possesses pro-communist or pro-Soviet sympathies. The files of 
this office contain no information of an unfavorable natwnre 
regarding Mrs. DAVIDOFF. 
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Former SA GLENN PAULSON (retired) has been taking: 
Russian language lessons from Mrs. .DAVIDOFF in her home for 
over a two year period. He has advised that she has never 
said or done anything which would lead him to believe that 
‘she possesses pro-Soviet sympathies. ’ 


In view of the above, no further action is being taken 
by this office regarding the DAVIDOFFs unless the contents of 
Bureau file 105-18814 contain information which would warrant 
further action by this office.

This 
article stated that plans for the organization of a Northern 
California Committee for Protection of Foreign Born would be. 
made at a meeting on November 6, 1950, at 150 Golden Gate

A source advised on April 25, 1962, that the Northern

1. "The (Communist) party's front operations in the 
Southern California District today are * * * confined to four 
major organizations," which include the Citizens Committee to 
Preserve Ane rican Freedoms. : 


"The Citizens Committee to Preserve American Freedoms 
* * * specializes in propaganda aimed at abolishing the Committee 
on Un-American Activities and discrediting the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. Created in Los Angeles in 1952, the front 
organization is run by Frank Wilkinson, an identified Communist 
who recently resumed the full-time, paid post of executive 
secretary after approximately a year's leave of absence to assist 
in a similar campaign by another front in New York City, the 
Emergency Civil Liberties Committee. 


"When the Committee on Un-American Activities held 
hearings in Los Angeles September 2-5, 1958, to inquire into 
the nature of the party's recent reorganization in California, 
the Citizens Committee to Preserve American Freedoms sponsored 
a series of public meetings to protest the hearings and the 
very existence of the committee. Communists subpenaed as wit- 
nesses were guests of honor. 


"At this time, leaders of the party's Southern 
California District were mobilizing Communists in the area for 
participation in an intensified campaign to abolish this 
committee of Congress. How the Citizens Committee to Preserve 
American Freedoms served the party in this effort was revealed 
by (Communist Party) District Chairman Dorothy Healey in a 
report to the party's Southern California District Council on 
September 21, 1958. Mrs. Healey declared that the party preferre 
public protest meetings to be held by the Citizens Committee to 
Preserve American Freedoms rather than under party auspices teemxse 
Communists could attend without danger of being exposed as 


“members of the party. She also noted that Communists scheduled 


as congressional committee witnesses could not, appear beforehand

Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) has furnished revised 
edition of its “watchlist of U. S.° defectors" which brings the 
original CIA list up to date as of 9/13/66. (105-126481-179) 


Copies of the revised list have been furnished by CIA 
to Secret Service, State, Defense Intelligence Agency, Army, Navy, 
Air Force, Immigration and Naturalization Service, and National 
Security Agency. CIA's listings are described as follows: 


List A is an over-all listing broken down into List B 
and List C; List B contains information concerning persons last 
known to be within United States, that is, persons of direct 
investigative interest to Bureau; List C contains information 
concerning persons last known to be outside United States, some 
of whom were last known to be in Sino-Soviet-bloc countries. 
All persons listed in Lists B and C are also listed in List A. 
CIA has advised that its listings are meant only to be used as an 
operational tool. Precise definitions have deliberately not 
been developed by CIA for "defector" or "United States citizen." 
In general, CIA has listed United States citizens and others 
owing some measure of allegiance to United States Government who 
have evidenced disloyalty or disaffection by defecting or deserting 
or attempting or threatening to defect or desert to a Sino-Soviet- 
bloc country. CIA cautions that its listing of an individual is 
based on an operational judgement that that individual might have 
endangered or might some day endanger the security of the United States.
